“If any man be in Christ he is a 
hew creature; old things are passed 
away: behold all things are become 
new.” 2 Cor. 5:17. 

If a man is in Christ, he is not his 
own, he has been bought with a price. 
If any man have not the Spirit of 
Christ, he is none of His. But if he 
has the Spirit he has been regenerat- 
ed. Regeneration means a gift from 
God; a new life from God; being an 
inward working in the soul. 

Jesus was in Jerusalem on a certain 
occasion and He was Called upon by 
a very distinguished visitor whose 
hame was Nicodemus. We find trom 
Sciipturat autnority, as well as_ his- 
LGrical, that Nicocemus was a ruler 
‘ul whicn would have by 
nicessity made him one of the twelve 
or seyelty counsellors in the Jewish 
seLg.0n0. sau Ocher words, he was a big 
€cv.esiastical mounlain-minded doctor 
Nicodemus made his call 
wtih, LO doubt the reason was, 
not sv popular with the 
‘high browns’ of Jerusalem, and this 
preacher feit like it would lower him 
1 the estimation of his members for 
him to be seen taiking with Jesus. I 
can see him as hedressesin his finest, 
with his gold knob walking cane, a 
silk high-typed hat, diamonds spark- 
ling that would make a saloon keep- 
er grin with envy, as he says to Mrs. 
Nicodemus after supper, “I think I 
will go down and call on the Naza- 
rene, and suffer his presence for per- 
haps half an hour. No doubt he will

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“you must be born again.” I can no 
more teil you how God does it than 
I can tell where the Liiy of the Valley 
gets its beauty, or tne rose its sweet 
vdor, or the violet 1ts deptn of color. 
It is my business to enforce it upon 
your attention. The necessity is ab- 
solute. When you talk of the new birth 
and transforming effect of the Gospel 
in the presence of some folks, you 
are considered old fogy, you are not 
up to the times. Good people, but 
just a little off above the collar but- 
ton. Perfecily harmless, but a slight 
attack of ‘roof trouble.’ I can see this 
doctrine shining out from every page 
in the Bible, and as long as the Triune 
Godhead stands by it and it is in the 
Bible it nolds the field with me. It 
is God’s message ringing down thru 
the vista of ages. This is not a fad, 
it is not a dream, or fairy tale, or a 
delusion, it is not the pet theme of 
some fanatic or sensationalist, ex- 
tremist or wild-firest, but Jesus said 
this: Some one has well said, You 
may join a temperance society and be- 
come reformed, and join a literary 
society and become informed. You 
may join a secret society and become 
uniformed; but if you join Jesus 
Christ, you become transformed. Some 
say the Bible says, Grow in grace, 
and I am going to evolute and grow 
on till I am saved by grace. Yes, but 
you must get in grace before you can 
grow in the same. I can grow in my 
coat, but I cannot grow into my coat.

Here he goes down | 
the street; up on the porch where 
Jesus is being entertained;raps on the 
door, introduces himself as pastor of 
one of the ‘big churches up town,’ and 
states that he is a very religious man, 
one who pays tithes and prays long 
prayers. He leaves the inference that 
the outward correctness of his life is 
beautiful, etc. He says, “I have heard 
of the great sermons you have been 
preaching; the truth you have been 
teaching; the parables you have been 
uttering; the miracles you have been 
performing and I have come to the 
conclusion, after careful consideration 
and due deliberations that thou art 
a teacher come from God, for no man 
can do these things that thou doeth 
except God be with him.” 7 

And Jesus looked this big, ecclesi- 
astical, mountain-minded doctor of 
divinity in the face, and said, “Sir, 
with all your orthodoxy, conformation 
fasting, tithing, commendable words, 
and good -traits, ‘ye must be born 
again’.” The minister of Israel stood 
in a stave of perplexity, no doubt 
frowning and scratching his head, 
thinking to himself, ‘me a preacher, 
ruler of the Jews, a moral man, who 
stands well in society and _ trained 
with the blue bloods of Jerusalem. 
Me a man of many parts, be born 
again!”’ Nicodemus could not see why 
and how he could go thru that process. 
But Jesus put him to thinking. One 
of the greatest curses of today is 
thoughtlessness. People hate to think 
and sometimes it is hard to stir up 
the cream of a man’s thinker because 
he is a clabber head. Some one said 
to an old gentleman, “Well dad what 
are you doing these days?” “Well,” 
replied the old man, “some days I sit 
and think, and some days I just sit.” 
Too many just sit nowadays. 

Jesus says, “marvel not.” Why make 
such a boogaboo out of this. The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst 
not tell whence it cometh and whither 
it goeth. So is everyone that is born 
of the Spirit. Nicodemus says, “How 
can these things be?” Jesus answered 
and said unto him. “Art thou a mas- 
ter in Israel and knoweth not these 
things? We have lots of so-called mas- 
ters in Israel, figuratively speaking 
who do not know these things. They 
let their heads get in the way of what 
their heart is hungry for. I cannot 
tell how God Almighty can come into 
a heart and instantaneously recreate, 
revolutionize and transform you into 
a new creature, and does it so quickly; 
you need someone to come along to 
identify you. I am not here to explain 
it, it is beyond me, it is my place as 
a minister of the Gospel to tell you 





God does for you—a divine act. If re- 
generation was a growth then time 
would be a factor, for it requires. 
lime to grow, If by growth some 
would be a little regenerated, some: 
would be more regenerated, and some 
most regenerated. Determined by the 
length of time they had been grow- 
ing, it would be hard to tell which 
class they belonged to. You must of 
necessity seek God, and He in return 
does this for you after He sees that 
you mean business. Then old ideas. 
old choices, old purposes, old effec- 
tions have passed and new ones pre- 
sent themselves. A new intellectual 
naiure, a new emotional nature; 
nothing else will, or can do this for 
you. You may reform, but it will not 
last. That is the reason I am preach- 
ing the Gospel—is because it has a 
transforming effect. Because some 
folks cannot understand just how 
everything is done they will not ac- 
cept it, they say. But let some men 
of science announce some discovery 
and no matter how incredible, how 
unbelievable, how absurd, or how un- 
Swallowable it may appear, no matter 
how much of it we ean not under- 
stand they will believe it and gulp it 
down at once, but tell them what God 
Says and they put on an air of wisdom, 
shrug their shoulders and say, “Yes, 
but I ‘do not see it that way.” Teil 
them what some scientist .or leading 
literary critic or some preacher says, 
and they think that settles it for time 
and éternity. The opinion of the 
greatest mountain-minded statesmen, 
the greatest Philosopher, the greatest 
scientist, the most, brilliant pulpit ora- 
tor is of no value whatever against 
the Word of an omnipotent God who 
is never mistaken and cannot lie. The 
opinoin of every man from the dawn 
of creation might be doubly distilled, 
triple extracted, and concentrated and 
yet it is no weight against the Word 
of God. Let God be true and every 
man a liar. We hear much to-day 
about what scientists say, and many 
think when they speak, it is a closed 
book and nothing else can be said; 
that they are the essence of wisdom, 
and everything they do or say is paint- 
ed with perfection. The late Prof. 
Steinmetz said shortly before his 
death that there were about 5,500 
Scientists. There are 11,000 members 
in the American society for the ad- 
vancement of science, and that in- 
cludes Canadians as well as citizens 
of the United States. If the number 
is put at 11,000 it makes about one 
scientist for every ten thousand peo- 
ple. This is a pretty small number to 
Put in control of the education of all 
the children, especially when Prof.

The church that 
overlooks their mission money is suf- 
fering more from spiritual indiges- 
tion than from financial depression. 
This is both a worthy and a needy 
cause. 


Also the General Assembly has rul- 
ed that the tithe of the Sunday School 
money instead of being sent to head- 
quarters, should be sent to the state 
treasurer for use within the state, and 
as there has been no treasurer named 
for W. Va. as yet, I hereby announce 
that Brother O. W. Thomas, of Lester, 
W. Va. will be the state treasurer 
of this fund also, as this will make the 
state funds more compact. Hereafter 
let the Sunday Schools send their 
tithes as directed above. 

Where a district desires to with- 
draw from this fund, they may com- 
municate their needs to the Overseer 
of the state who will order payment 
in their favor, Later in the year we 
hope to launch an extensive campaign 
for the advancement of the Sunday 
School work over the state, and will, 
when we have been able to divert 
some time to this work, name the 
State Superintendent through the 
columns of the Evangel. Come on now. 
God is blessing over the state and 
many good meetings are in progress, 
and some new churches being set in 
order. This is fine. The old churches 
are also being revived. Let each of the 
ministers also ask God to bless and 
provide us with a state tent for the 
state camp meeting and state conven- 
tion, this is badly needed.

“Saul hath slain his thousands, and 
David his ten thousands.” If the re- 
joicing of the angels in the presence of 
God is proporuoued by the number oi 
sinners returning home, their song is 
“the early church with the signs fol- 
lowing, slew ils tens of thousands, 
but the 2Uth century one is only slay- 
ing its thousands.” And we that will 
suffer the loss on the day of judg- 
ment would ao well to ask the reason 
why. If the veracity of Him who said 
“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the Gospel *** and these sigts shall 
follow them that believe, is not to be 
questioned, there can only be one al- 
ternative—we are not preaching the 
Gospel. Like the other modernists, we 
are not thoroughly convinced that 
there is no Other way under Heaven 
given among men whereby they can 
get deliverance for Spirit, soul and 
body and are adding the traditions 
of men and heathenism practices to 
it, but if an arch-angel would come 
down from Heaven and preach any- 
thing but the stripes of Jesus for an 
devil oppressed world, he would be 
assured. There is no such thing as 
bloodless salvation or bloodless heal- 
ing. If a single person could get rid of 
his sins, infirmities and _ sicknesses 
apart from Calvary, it would establish 
a precedent that would do away with 
the atonement altogether by making 
it unnecessary. We need to break up 
our fallow ground and plough down 
all the thorns and briars - -precon- 
ceived ideas about salvation, heal- 
ing, the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
etc. and get back to the word — 
“in season and out of season.” Earth- 
ly ambassadors wouldn’t dare disobey 
much less ambassadors of the King 
of kings. All that Calvary means to 
a lost and ruined world is contained 
in our message. Jesus knew what He 
was talking a bout when He com- 
missioned His disciples, telling them |} 
what to do — how to do it — 
and what would follow the doing of} 
it. A single Gospel is a Christless 
Gospel.
